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Law Used To Arrest Ohio 
War Protester Thrown Out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Supreme Court threw out to­ 
day as unconstitutional a 115- 
year-old C i n c i n n a t i law 
against loitering which was 
used to arrest an antiwar pro­ 
tester. 
J u s t i c e Potter Stewart, 
speaking for the Court major­ 
ity, said the statute subjected 
the constitutional right of as­ 
sembly “ to an unascertainable 
standard.” 
Potter also said the ordi­ 
nance —on the books since 
1856—was “ unconstitutionally 
broad because it authorizes 
t h e p u n i s h m e n t of con­ 
stitutional protected conduct.” 
In other actions, the Court: 
—Refused without comment 
to hear an appeal by Denzil 
R. Allen, a combat Marine 
who is under 10-year sentence 
for the slaying of five South 
Vietnamese civilians. The ac­ 
tion left standing decisions of 
lower federal courts against 
his claim that the military 


court martial process was un­ 
fair to him. 
—Ruled by a 4-3 vote that a 
1920 consent decree did not

Greyhound

Co., the nation’s second lar­ 
gest meat packing firm. The 
1920 agreement prevented Ar­ 
mour and four other large 
meat packers from engaging 
in almost any aspect of the 
general grocery business.

Thus, the ordinance is vague 
not in the sense that it re­ 
quires a person to conform 
his conduct to an imprecise 
but comprehensible normative 
standard, but rather in the 
sense that no standard of con­ 
duct is specified at all,” the 
Supreme Court ruled. 
“As a result, men of com­ 
mon intelligence must neces­ 
sarily guess at its meaning.” 
The vote was 5 to 3, with 
Justice Hugo L. Black writing 
a separate opinion. Black said 
he agreed substantially with 
the m ajority but would prefer 
to send the case back to the 
trial court to determine whe­ 
ther th e conduct “ actually pu­ 
nished is the kind of conduct 
which it is within the power 
of the state to punish.”

prisoner camp. 
When he and his comrades 
in World War II cam e home, 
they were greeted as heroes, 
said Gen. Lewis W. Walt, who 
retired in February as Assis­ 
tant Commandant of the Ma­ 
rine Corps after leading Ma­ 
rines in three wars. He spoke 


to a crowd of about 2,000 at 
the 55,000-grave Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Cemetery, 
sec­ 
ond in size only to Arlington 
National Cemetery. 
“ But the man who comes 
home 
today—I 
don’t 
think 
he’s given credit for the great 
job he’s done in Vietnam,” 
Walt said. 
He called the w ar in South­ 
east Asia the “ most distorted 
war our country has ever par­ 
ticipated in ... probably the 
most moral war our country 
has evern participated in. We 
went there to help the people 
to be free, to help them pro­ 
tect themselves from Commu­ 
nist aggression.”

Freeway, Lead Poisoning 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency (EPA) has received a 


report that says slum chil­ 
dren already exposed tq lead 
poisoning in the.r homes may 
face increasing hazards from 
lead in exhaust fumes if they 
live near busy highways. 


The report on health ha­ 
zards of lead in the environ­ 
ment adm itted that all the 
facts are not in, but It urged 
quick steps to reduce the le­ 
vel of lead in the cities to 
protect children. 
“ The 
magnitude 
of 
the 
problem 
hardly 
justifies 
a 
wait and 
see attitude, 
for 
acute poisoning is associated 
with a high percentage of ir­ 
reversible 
central 
nervous 
dam age 
in 
children,” 
the 
statem ent sa d. “ Repeated ex­ 
posure to high environmental 
levels 
of 
lead 
greatly 
in­ 
creases the risk of irrever­ 
sible dam age.” 
Surgeon General Jesse L. 
Steinfeld has termed lead poi­ 
soning among children “ an 
important 
and 
widespread 
problem ,” and estimates that 
as many as 400,U00 children 
have dangerously high blood- 
lead levels. 


If untreated, lead poisoning 
can cause severe bra n dam ­ 
age or death. Between 12,000 
a n d 1 6 , 0 0 0 children are 
treated each year for the dis­ 
ease, and about 200 die an­ 
nually. 
The crumbling walls of di­ 
lapidated slum buildings long 
have been recognized as the 
major cause of lead poisoning 
among children aged 1 to 6. 
Lead-based paints were wide­ 
ly used on the interiors of 
such buildings, and children 
sometimes eat paint ’peeling 
from the walls. 
The 
EPA 
paper, 
made 
available to UPI by a govern­ 
ment health worker, affirms 
the peeling paint hazard, but 
also points a finger at the au­ 
tomobile. 
The paper reasons in me­ 
dical language that if a child 
already has higher than nor­ 
mal levels of lead in h s blood 
from 
peeling 
paint 
in 
his 
home, lead from nearby high­ 
ways may be enough to cause 
lead poisoning. 
“The high background of 
environmental lead produced 
by vehicular emissions . . . 
may be the margin of differ­ 
ence between lead ingestion 
causing overt clinical disease 


and 
lead 
ingeston 
without 
overt 
clinical 
disease,” 
it 
said. 
An EPA spokesman 
said 
the paper was prepared for 
agency adm inistrator William 
D. Ruckelshaus by his scifentjh 
ficm edcal advisers. He said 
the EPA has announced its 
intention to regulate the lead 
content of gasoline. 
The agency estim ates 200,- 


000 tons of toxic lead are ad­ 
ded to the atm osphere each 
year and that 95 per cent of it 
comes from automotive ex­ 
hausts. 
S t u d i e s have confirmed 
higher blood lead levels in 
adults living within 250 feet of 
an expressway than in per­ 
sons living at least one mile 
away, according to the EPA 
paper.

Hero's Luck Ran Out on Memorial Day

HOLLYWOOD (U PI)—Audie 
Murphy was different from 
other movie stars. 
Murphy called it play-ac­ 
ting. Others called themselves 
artists. 
He had been “ To Hell and 
Back” —the title of his auto­ 
biography —- and the makeup 
box was kid stuff compared 
to an ammo box. 
“ Acting is just a living with 
me. I’m not kidding myself. 
If it weren’t for the medals I 
wouldn’t be in Hollywood,’’ he 
said once. 
Murphy did not take his 
World War II heroics nor his 
designation 
as 
America’s 


most decorated) soldier se­ 
riously. Of killing, wounding 
or capturing 240 German sol­ 
diers and collecting 24 metals, 
he said, “ I did what I had to 
do, like everybody else.” 
But the past clung to Mur­ 
phy’s name. Ironically it was 
during 
the 
Memorial 
Day 
weekend — the holday desig­ 
nated for remembering Amer­ 
ica’s warriors —that death fi­ 
nally caught up with the most 
honored of them all on a Vir­ 
ginia mountainside. 
Instinct for Honor 
A sharecropper’s boy in the 
hardpan country near King­ 
ston, Tex., Murphy grew up 
with a sharp instinct for hon- 


or in the traditional sense, 
and 
quick 
vengeance 
for 
enemies. 
On his return from Eur­ 
ope’s war, his early acting as 
a contract player at Univer­ 
sal Studios was wooden and 
amateurish in “ Bad Boy,” 
“ Sierra,” 
and 
“ Kid 
from 
Texas.” 
But 
Murphy 
learned 
to 
handle a script as deftly as a 
rifle. He starred in more than 
25 pictures. “ Red Badge of 
Courage,” and “ The 
Quiet 
American,” were artistic and 
box office successes. Another 
film, “ To Hell and Back,” 
which told Murphy’s story, 
was a great money maker. 


But, the baby-faced, cold- 
eyed man from Texas was an 
anachronism. The world had 
tired of war heroes. Holly­ 
wood believed Murphy got in 
on a pass. 
“ I don’t give a damn what 
these SOBs think,” Murphy 
said when he was broke and 
unemployed. 
“ I can beat this town and 
make a living here and I’ll do 
it. I’m not afraid of anybody 
at any studio.” 
The luck that kept him 
alive on the battlefields faded 
with the years. Strapped for 
money, he appeared in one 
bad movie after another. 


He lost $260,000 in an Alge­ 
rian oil venture. Residuals 
from televisions showings of 
his old movies were attached 
by the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice for back taxes. 
He and his second wife, Pa­ 
mela, separated and recon­ 
ciled. 
In 1962, he was accused of 
assault for allegedly punching 
a teenager but the charge 
was dropped. In 1970, he was 
acquitted in a trial for assault 
stemming from a brawl with 
a dog trainer over a fee. This 
year he was charged with 
possessing illegal blackjacks, 
but the charges were dropped 


after he argued he had author­ 
ity to have them as a special 
officer with two law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
Pamela Murphy took the 
news of her husband’s death 
sadly but calmly. 
•‘ I t ’ s terrible, after all 
Audie’s been through in his 
life, to have it end this way,” 
she said. 
Murphy’s latest picture has 
yet to be released. Its title: 
“ A Time for Dying.”

The key word 
is “ new.” No credit would be 
given for existing city taxes, 
or for any state taxes. This 
would create an incentive for 
cities to impose income taxes 
or increase them. 
More such schemes doubt­ 
less will be thrown into the 
hopper in the weeks ahead. 
Which approach Congress will 
finally 
adopt 
is 
impossible 
now to forecast. But it seems 
increasingly likely it will pre­ 
fer to give states and cities 
the opportunity and incentive 
to increase their own taxes, 
rather than pass out blank- 
check federal grants.

The Boeing 707 jet was hi­

Venezuela, with 60 passengers 
and nine crewmen aboard. It 
landed at Havana’s Jose Mar­ 
ti airport Saturday night. 
Ziegler could give no expla­ 
nation why Castro failed to 
release the plane immediate­ 
ly, as it has done in most 
past hijacking. 
He said the Nixon admin­ 
istration “ has not drawn a 
connection” between the hi­ 
jacked plane and the seizure 
by U.S. authorities of four Cu­ 
ban fishing vessels. 


The fishing boats and their

The Doctor Comments 


The Future Looks Bright for Rowland Heights 


Much Depends on the Pride of Its 
Citizens and Availability of Money

ROWLAND 
HEIGHTS 
- 
The struggle has been a long 
one, delays and frustrations 
have been 
many, 
but 
this 
community, nestled in a nook 
of the E ast San Gabriel Val­ 
ley, may finally be developing 
into the “ ideal com munity” 
planners have in mind. 


Little 
m ore 
than 
a 
few 
housing 
developments 
some 
s i x 
years 
ago, 
Rowland 
Heights has the possibility of 
becoming a regional shopping 
and recreation center. 
How close the community 
com es to reaching its pro­ 
jected potential depends on 
two things, according to com­ 
m unity 
leaders 
and 
devel­ 
opers. They are civic pride 
and money. The availability 
of both commodities, though 
often rare, may be improv­ 
ing. 
The movement to turn Row­ 
land Heights into a commu­ 
nity began in the early 1960’s, 
shortly after the first real de­ 
velopment of the area began. 
John Blackburn, a m em ber 
of the Rowland Unified School 
District Board of Education, 
was one of a small group of 
residents who formed a citi­ 
zens group in 1962 to work on 
com munity identity. 
Their task was no small 
one. The area lacked civic or­ 
ganizations, 
definite 
boun­ 
daries and even a nam e. 
Obviously, 
the 
first 
job, 
Blackburn said, was to decide 
on a nam e for both commu­ 
nity and group. Since they 
were 
meeting 
at 
Rowland 
School, and since the hillsides 
surrounding their homes had 
originally been owned by the 
Rowland 
family, 
the name 
Rowland Heights seemed a 
suitable one for the commu­ 
n i t y 
a n d 
The 
Rowland 


Heights Home 
Improvement 
Association for the 
citizens 
group. 
Later, group leaders con­ 
tacted post office officials, 
who agreed to recognize the 
area under its new name. 
“ It wasn’t anything earth- 
shaking,” 
Blackburn 
said, 
“ but it was an attem pt to get 
s o m e 
recognition for 
the 
area.” 
Other projects backed by 
the homeowners in the next 
few years failed to meet such 
easy success, 
however. 
Ef­ 
forts to get street lights, stop 
signals and zoning changes, 
for example, often got bogged 
down in the bureaucracy of 
county government. 
“ These projects were usual­ 
ly long and time-consuming,” 
Blackburn said. 
Development 
of a 
m ajor 
proposal, a community m as­ 
ter plan, was relatively easy. 
Begun about 1966, the final 
product was ready for public 
viewing two years later. 
“That was not difficult at 
all,” Blackburn said. “ It was 
just a m atter of them being 
able to schedule the work.” 
The plan envisioned a resi­ 
dential community of 66,000 
with ample retail businesses 
a n d 
recreational 
land. 
Roughly 65 per cent of the 14- 
s q u a r e-m i 1 e 
community 
(boundaries were set at the 
Pomona Freeway, the Orange 
County line, The Pomona Na­ 
tional Golf Course and Ana- 
heim-Puente. Road) was set 
aside for residential 
devel­ 
opment, much of that desig­ 
nated for low density pro­ 
jects. 
The plans also called for 
development of neighborhood, 
c o m m u n i t y and regional 
parks — over 400 acres of 
open space. 
A drop in the economy, felt 
first in the mid-1960’s in the 
building trades, delayed plans 


for the community. Park pro­ 
jects were put off to cover 
other county expenses, build­ 
ing activity slowed, and the 
h o m e o w n e r s association 
seemed to fizzle out. 
“There was a tremendous 
amount of instability in the 
area,” Blackburn 
said. 
“ It 
was easy to get someone out 
on an issue, but as far as 
m o n t h-after-month, year-af- 
ter-year interest, it was 
a 
real battle.” 
Lately, however, signs seem 
to indicate that the slowdown 
in community activity is over. 
Breakthroughs 
have 
been 
made 
on 
proposed 
devel­ 
opments, business men have 
indicated a continuing interest 
in the area and a large influx 
of new residents is expected. 
George Shindo, a county re­ 
gional planner, said he ex­ 
pects the community’s popu­ 
lation to climb steadily in the 
next few years. 
“The opening of the free­ 
ways make the area much 
m ere 
accessible,” 
he 
said, 
“ plus I think tht demand (for 
homes 
and 
apartm ents) .is 
getting greater than the sup­ 
ply.” 
School district officials are 
also expecting the area’s po­ 
pulation to jump in the near 
future and have asked local 
residents to approve a $9 mil­ 
lion bond program in Octobtr. 
The bonds will be used to pro­ 
vide classrooms for children 
from a potential 2,000 new fa­ 
milies.

Onus Still on 
Hit-Run Driver 


The U.S. Supreme Court has struck another blow 
for law and order or against human liberty, how­ 
ever you wish to look at it. 
In a five-to-four decision, the court overruled the 
Califoma Supreme Court and upheld that state s law 
(and similar laws in every other state) requiring a 
driver to leave his name and address at the scene 
of an accident. 
The case concerned a Californian who was in­ 
volved in an auto accident in 1966, who fled the 
scene was later arrested and who based his defense 
on the contention that to have stopped and identified 
himself would have violated his I ifth Amendment 
right against self-incrimination. 
Writing the majority opinion, Chief Justice War­ 
ren E. Burger held that there is no more con­ 
stitutional right to flee the scene of an accident to 
avoid the possibility of legal involvement than there 
is a right to refuse to file an income tax return 
because of the possibility of legal involvement with 
the Internal Revenue Service. 
“Disclosure of name and address is an essentially 
neutral act,” he wrote. “ . . . A name, linked to a 
motor vehicle, is no more incriminating than the tax 
return, linked with the disclosure of income . . . It 
identifies but does not by itself implicate anyone in 
criminal conduct." 
Dissenting from the opinion, Associate Justice Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan argued that, by this reasoning, “a 
statute which required all robbers to stop and leave 
their names and addresses with their victim s,” 
would not mean they were giving compulsory evi­ 
dence against themselves. 
Robbers, and others, however, have been known 
to leave something iust as good as a name and 
address. It may be a fingerprint, or in another case, 
a chip on paint from a fender. 
There is no law, of course, compelling anyone to 
leave evidence. Yet it hardly seems fair that one 
man is convicted on the basis of evidence he leaves 
at the scene of a crime while another gets off scot- 
tree because he is smart enough or lucky enough 
not tc leave any evidence. 
Self-incrimination by inadvertence is surely as in- 
con! pat ibl 1 with American ideals of justice as self- 
Incrii in t )r by compulsion. 
This i - rather silly, but no more so than Justice 
Brennan > ar ,ument, and much less so than Justice 
Hugo Black’s declaration that the Burger opinion 
“would practically wipe out the Fifth Amendment’s 
protection against self-incrimination.” 
Be that as it may, innocent parties in automobile 
accidents can solace themselves with the knowledge 
that the guy who hits them and runs away does 
not—at least for now—have the blessing of the 
world’s most august tribunal. 


Not As We Do 


In a latter to Volunteer, the magazine of the 
Peace Corps, former volunteer Ella Doran recalls 
that when she was sent to Bolivia in 1964, she and 
other corpsmen were instructed to try to motivate 
and educate the Indians to do the following things: 
1. To wear shoes or sandals so they wouldn’t get 
worms. 
2. To cut down on their chewing of caao leaves 
because it dulled their initiative. 
3. To be sanitary in order to eliminate disease. 
4. To learn better nutrition. 
5. To respect other people’s property so that there 
would be no need for vicious dogs, adobe walls with 
broken glass encrusted on top, etc. 
Three years alter her Peace Corps service she 
became a resident director in a girl’s dormitory at 
Kent State University and encountered ediu ated stu­ 
dents in a highly civilized country who do the fol­ 
lowing: 
1. do barefoot everywhere but to class. 
2. Smoke pot. 
3. Throw' garbage out the windows. 
4. Eat mostly hambui-gers, 
pizza and French 
fries. 
5. Steal university property and from each other 
without any real personal need. 
“ My question is,” she writes, “Can we tell other 
people in other countries, ‘Do w'hat I tell you, not 
what I do’?”

gent need to break that stale­ 
m ate to check still another 
upward spiral in the weapons 
of annihilation. This was the 
start of a series of exchanges 
between the President and the 
Prem ier preparing the way 
for 
the 
simultaneous 
an­ 
nouncement in Moscow and 
Washington which Mr. Nixon 
hailed as “ a significant de­ 
velopment 
in breaking 
the 
deadlock.” 
High officials in the Admin­ 
istration who have worked so 
long and so 
hard 
for 
this 
breakthrough have solid hope 
for an agreem ent limiting de­ 
fensive missiles with a sup­ 
plement setting specific num ­ 
bers for offensive missiles, be­ 
fore the end of the year. The 
anti-ballistic 
missile 
agree­ 
ment wouldl be subject to 
Senate ratificataion. The sup­ 
plement on offensive missiles 
would be covered by execu­ 
tive order. 
The talks at Vienna have 
just recessed, to be resumed 
in 
Helsinki 
in 
early 
July, 
Chief U. S. delegate G erard 
C. Smith returned here to be 
told 
of 
the 
imm inent 
an­ 
nouncement 
of 
the 
break­ 
through shortly before Mr. 
Nixon went on television to 
dram atize it. Until agreem ent 
was reached at the highest 
level, the phrase in the Nix­ 
on announcement, Vienna was 
shrouded in deepest gloom. 
Hope for an agreem ent is 
based on the whole complex 
of circum stances that led to 
the breakthrough. The techni­ 
cal 
details 
of 
a 
potential 
agreem ent were evolved out 
of the 15 volumes on SALT 
and the balance of strategic 
nuclear weapons compiled by 
the staff of the President's 
adviser on national security 
affairs, Henry A. Kissinger, 
Kissinger has devoted at least 
three times as much thought 
and energy in his 
16-hour 
days to SALT as to Vietnam. 
Term s on Table 
The term s of a potential 
agreem ent were put on the 
table at one of 
the most 
momentous meetings in the 
history of the National Se­ 
curity Council. Present were 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. They 
previously had an opportun­ 
ity to review in detail what 
might eventually come out of 
the breakthrough. The ver­ 
dict of the JCS was that the 
contemplated agreem ent was 
an acceptable risk. 
This was, of course, of the 
fir>t 
importance, 
since the 
balance of nuclear weaponry 
is a m atter of life and death 
for nations and peoples. Fur­ 
therm ore, JCS approval would 
be essential for Senate rati­ 
fication with both Democratic 
and Republican hawks certain 
to cast a cold, suspicious eye 
on any agreement. 
The technical details having 
been spelled out on both sides, 
either Washington or Moscow, 
in order to back out of the 
potential breakthrough, would 
have 
to 
m ake 
a 
political 
move. That would be a con­ 
spicuous turnabout after the 
top men had gone so far. In 
the view of those nursing the 
whole business along for many 
months this is a responsibil­ 
ity that neither side would 
want to assume. Tnerein lies 
the hope for what had seemed 
only a month ago next to im­ 
possible.

FBI Transfers Pretty Secretary 
Who Rooms With McGovern 


The FBI recently transfer­ 
red a young secretary out of 
its sensitive Domestic Intelli­ 
gence Division because her 
roommate works for Senator 
George McGovern, D-S.D., who 
has criticized J. Edgar Hoover. 
The victim is B arbara Hat­ 
cher, 24, a pretty, brown-hair­ 
ed girl, who was so upset she 
quit the FBI wjth a week’s no­ 
tice. 
Her roommate is Sharon Wa­ 
term an, 26, a dem ure, soft- 
spoken secretary on McGov­ 
ern's staff. 
The two girls m et not at 
some hippie hangout but at 
the 
staid 
Young 
Women’s 
Christian Home, a residence 
for women on Capitol Hill. They 
liked each other and moved 
into their own apartm ent last 
February. 
By April, word of their rela­ 
tionship had reached J. Edgar 
Hoover who, apparently, looks 
upon an FBI employee as a 
security risk if she rooms with 
the secretary of Senator Mc­ 
Govern. 
The FBI chief assigned his 
sleuths to the case. They dis­ 
covered 
trium phantly 
that 
Miss Hatcher not only rooms 
with McGovern’s secretary but 
that their apartm ent had been 
visited by a former FBI clerk 
who was fired for doing peace 
work in her spare time. 
FBI’s Evidence 


This was considered so dam ­ 
ning, apparently, that Miss 
Hatcher was summoned by 
her supervisor. He cross - ex­ 
amined her about her room­ 
m ate and her visit from the 
fired FBI clerk. Then dram at­ 
ically, he pulled out an under­ 


ground newspaper which he 
claim ed had been found in a 
newspaper 
box 
outside 
the 
girls’ apartm ent building. 
Miss Hatcher, a Louisianan 
with a lilting Southern sense 
of humor, could hardly believe 
what was happening. She con­ 
fessed to rooming with Shar­ 
on W aterman and to knowing 
the fired girl, Kitty Hoomes. 
But B arbara denied any ac­ 
quaintance with the under­ 
ground paper. 
A week later, she was called 
in again and grilled intensively 
about her roommate. She re­ 
peated the sam e truthful an­ 
swers. A few days later, she 
was abruptly transferred to a 
statistical section in the Crim­ 
inal Records Division. 
So unexpected was the move 
that she was shunted into a 
conference room with m ake­ 
shift office facilities. Disgust­ 
ed by her bizarre m istreatm ent, 
she quit and is now working 
for a law firm. 
Miss Hatcher spoke with us 
reluctantly about her experi­ 
ence. She harbors no bitter­ 
ness toward her supervisor, 
saying he obviously was act­ 
ing on higher orders. 
The FBI never returned our 
calls. Since Hoover declared 
our columns cause him indiges­ 
tion, FBI spokesmen have be­ 
come hard to reach.

Ranks Among Finest 


Although the drug problem 
is causing the American peo­ 
ple more and more concern, 
in some quarters there is a 
reluctance to grapple with it 
and a tendency to excuse the 
use of certain drugs as not 
harmful. 
But day by day evidence is 
being accum ulated to show 
that drugs are responsible not 
only for many crim es but also 
for misbehavior in dem onstra­ 
tions and for disorders that 
have subsequently grosvn into 
big tragedies. 
Admits Problems 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird frankly stated in a news 
conference in West Germany 
that the United States Army 
in Europe has racial and drug 
problems. His words are the 
first confirmation of this that 
has come from a cabinet offi­ 
cer. He declared: 
“ There is no question but 
that we do have some racial 
and drug problems among the 
United States Army in Eu­ 
rope. I think we are making 
some progress in dealing with 
these problems. But any com­ 
m ander who says problems do 
not exist just is not perfrom- 
ing his job adequately, be­ 
cause the problems do exist.” 
The Secretary of Defense 
also said that this situation 
pertains even more to Ameri­ 
can soldiers in Asia because 
of the accessibility of certain 
drugs there. He commended 
the West Germ an government 
for having moved to prevent 
importation of drugs. But, as 
is the case with United States, 
the drugs flow in across the 
borders just the sam e because 
the illicit trade is so lucrative. 


The extent of drug addic­ 
tion in this country is much 
greater than is generally rea­ 
lized. There was a time when 
it was most prevalent in ghet­ 
to areas. But drug use spread 
to college students, and then 
to youngsters attending high 
school. Now it is beginning to 
be adm itted that drugs are 
being used even by boys and 
girls in elem entary schools. 
The effect of drugs on em o­ 
tional stability v a r i e s , of 
course, with the individual. 
But many automobile acci­ 
dents are believed to be the 
result of drivers’ having taken 
narcotics, sometim es in big 
doses. It is conceded that a 
great deal of crim e is com- 
mited by drug addicts who 
turn to robbery to get money 
to support their habit. Some 


persons who com mit crim es 
are under the influence of 
drugs. When friction between 
groups arises and individual 
mem bers are on drugs, they 
are more apt to be persuaded 
to engage in violence or m a­ 
licious 
acts. 
L o t s 
of the 
crowds that assemble at rock 
festivals or gather in parks 
for the purpose of agitating 
or dem onstrating include per­ 
sons who possess drugs and 
pass them on to others. 
The drug problem has be­ 
come one of the most serious 
that the federal, state and 
local governments have faced, 
because many crim es have 
unquestionably been the result 
of addiction to drugs. 
The 
situation 
confronting 
the m ilitary com m anders, as 
mentioned by Secretary Laird, 
is a grave one. How can men 
in the m ilitary service who 
are supposed to be alert for 
action at any moment be able 
to perform their duties when 
they are under the influence 
of drugs? In such cases, whole 
m ilitary units could be en­ 
dangered. 
Unfortunately, there proba­ 
bly have been many instances 
in which drug abuse has oc­ 
curred among servicem en, but 
their com manders have not 
taken any m easures or seen 
fit to report them to their 
superiors. It will not be sur­ 
prising, therefore, if the pub­ 
lic announcement which Sec­ 
retary Laird m ade in West 
Germany will be followed by 
other steps when he returns to 
the Defense 
Departm ent 
in 
Washington. Stricter r u l e s 
may be imposed to prevent 
the use of drugs by men in the 
a r m e d forces, particularly 
when they are on duty. 
Many on Heroin 
Whaf Secretary Laird has 
reported from Europe has, to 
be sure, been mentioned again 
and 
again with 
respect 
to 
Southeast Asia. It is estim ated 
that between 10 and 15 per 
cent of American servicem en 
in South Vietnam are users 
of heroin, and many more 
smoke m arijuana, 
which is 
grown extensively in the area. 
The smuggling of drugs into 
a country like South Vietnam 
is not difficult. Drug peddlers 
are always particularly ac­ 
tive w h e r e v e r American 
troops have a base. Secretary 
L a i r d intends, however, to 
m ake it harder for them to 
carry on their drug business 
with American servicem en in 
the future.

As a county fire fighter as 
well as a Pomona citizen for 
17 years, I ieel compelled to 
answer Fred Liverm ore’s un­ 
w arranted attack on the Los 
Angeles County Fire Depart­ 
ment. Once again, Mr. Liver­ 
more is sounding off about 
things which he knows very 
little. It is quite obvious that 
he has no expertise about fire 
fighting. He stated that the 
County Fire Departm ent pro­ 
vides two men on an engine 
company to answer a call in 
Glendora. 
While it 
is 
true 
that there is one engine com­ 
pany in Glendora manned by 
two men, one of them being a 
Captain and the other an Ap­ 
paratus Engineer, there is an­ 
other fire station less than a 
half mile away that has six 
men on duty all the time. As a 
m atter of fact, on any struc­ 
ture fire call 
in 
Glendora, 
even the sm allest, there is a 
minimum of 12 men in the ini­ 
tial response. More are dis­ 
patched if and as needed. 
In the particular fire men­ 
tioned by Mr. Livermore tK*re 
were 18 men in the first res­ 
ponse and when the first en­ 


gine 
company 
arrived 
and 
found the building fully in­ 
volved, a second and third 
alarm were dispatched 
im­ 
mediately for a total of 49 men 
m anning 10 Pum pers, 2 Snork­ 
el trucks and 2 Patrol Pum p­ 
ers, and tons and tons of wa­ 
ter was directed on the fire as 
well as protecting the expos­ 
ures. 
Furtherm ore, it is consid­ 
ered to be good firefighting 
tactics to protect the exposures 
at any fire scene, and th a t’s 
exactly what the County Fire 
Departm ent did. Incidentally 
the first-in engine company on 
that fire arrived in less than 
four minutes from the tim e 
the first call was received by 
the dispatcher. Mr. Livermore 
stated that “the whole shop­ 
ping center” burned to the 
ground while the County Fire 
Department stood by and con­ 
tained the blaze. Contrary to 
what he may think, the Coun­ 
ty Fire Department did not 
just stand by. They are pro- 
tessionals and do new operate 
that way! 
And since when 
does one building in a whole 
cluster of buildings constitute 
a “ whole shopping center?” 
It is my understanding that 


the city of Glendora asked the 
County Fire Department for a 
feasibility study to determine 
what 
services 
the 
County 
could provide and at what 
cost. They then elected to con­ 
tract with the County because 
they felt they could get quality 
fire protection for a sum that 
constituted a considerable sav­ 
ing to the city. Many other 
cities have done so as well, 
notably Huntington Park, at 
an annual savings of $350,000, 
and Maywood at a savings of 
over $40,000. 


Furtherm ore, the Fire P ro­ 
tection 
District Tax 
(which 
Pomonans do not pay because 
we maintain our own Fire De­ 
partm ent) is but a small part 
of the total County tax and is 
hardly enough to justify the 
thought of seceding from the 
County. 


I am in no way downgrading 
the Pomona Fire Department. 
We have a very fine Fire De­ 
partm ent, of which we can be 
proud, but that does not jus­ 
tify Mr. Liverm ore’s attack on 
the County Fire Department 
which ranks among the finest 
in the country.

“ It’s been a very compla­ 
cent communuity,” he said. “ I 
would say in the past year

groups.” I really feel that the 
community is going to get or­ 
ganized.” 
Aames’ group was able to 
get county officials to agree 
to place development on Far- 
jardo Park, a neighborhood 
park site located adjacent to 
Farjardo Elementary School, 
on the list of recreational 
priorities earlier this year. 
Recently the Board of Super­ 
visors approved plans for de­ 
velopment of the park. 
A second park development, 
the huge 358-acre Otterbein 
Regional Park, however, ap­ 
pears to be far from reality. 
Officials are still in the pro­ 
cess on acquiring land for the 
park, which is expected to 
serve 500,000 local residents. 
“ We are still dealing with 
clean up,” said Norman John­ 
son, director of the county’s 
Department of 
Parks 
and 
Recreation. “This is the third 
year that we have been in­ 
volved in acquisition.” 
He said tha,t it may take 
county officials another three 
to four months to acquire all 
the frontage land for the 
»park. 
“Development of the site, 
which is expected to cost 
about $6 million, was “totally 
predicated 
on 
tax 
relief,” 
Johnson added. 
O t h e r 
proposed 
devel­ 
opments 
include 
a 
library 
and hospital. 
The library, a small county 
branch, will be located in an 
office facility in the Eastwood 
Shopping Center on Colima 
Road. It is scheduled to open 
in July. 
Principal supporters of the 
project were members of the 
local junior women’s club. 
Club members helped raised 
fundi? for equipment for the 
branch and pushed county of­ 
ficials to support the project. 
“ Most of it was a lot of 
pushing because the county 
kept putting us off,” said 
| Mrs. Joseph Reiss, president 
the club. “ It took all of 
four years to complete the ne­ 
gotiations.” 
The proposed hospital may 
be a bit farther off. Alpine 
Ventures of Anaheim, the de­ 
veloper, had its bid for a zon­ 
ing change on a 10-acre site 
at Paso Real Avenue and 
Pathfinder Road rejected by 
t h e 
county 
zoning 
board 
recently. The company said it 
wants to build a 151-bed hos>- 
pital there. 
County officials, however,

that 
Alpine 
repre­ 
sentatives have applied for a 
zone change for a hopsital on 
a second piece of property lo­ 
cated south of the first, which 
was southeast of Paso Real 
a n d 
P a t h f i n d e r .

Dilemma of a Deserter

In the Spring of 1969, John 
Picciano 
moved to 
Solna, 
near Stockholm, 
and after 
months of making 
radical 
anti-Amercan speeches, 
he 
began to wonder what the slo­ 
gans he had been mouthing 
really meant. 
He says he gradually be­ 
came disenchanted with the 
American Deserters Commit­ 
tee and isolated himself from 
his old friends. 
*'I began to realize that 
many of us deserters-turned- 
revolutionaries 
didn’t 
know 
what we were talking about, 
he says. “ All this rhetoric 
about Imperialist Pig ^ mer1' 
ca was nonsense. In the end 
it could really make you be­ 
lieve that all businessmen 
were fascists and Mao had all 
the answers to the American 
problem.” 
John decided he would ex­ 
pand his reading list beyond 
the Peking Review. He began 
to read American econom­ 
ists— everyone from John 
Kenneth Galbraith to Milton 
Friedman. 
“ I decided if I was against 
the American system, I’d bet­ 
ter find out why.” 
He savs he gradually came 
to accept that change in the 
United 
States 
could 
come 
about step by step and that 
Maoist Communism has no 
relevance for a developed in- 
d u s t r i a 1 country like the 
United States. 
Realizing he would have 
little chance for a good job or 
further education in Sweden 
unless he was fluent in the 
language, he enrolled in a 
government-sponsored 
lang­ 
uage class and passed the six- 
month course with honors. 


Family Support 
In the summer of 1969, John 
Picciano Sr. came to Sweden 
to try to persuade his son to 
como home. He bought a mat­ 
tress and moved into his son’s 
one-room apartment in Solna 
for 10 days. The two had long 
quiet discussions and Mr. Pic­ 
ciano assured him he could 
always count on his family s 
support 
and 
affection. 
Al­ 
though he failed to convince 
John to return home, he felt 
his son had matured and went 
back to New Jersey much re­ 
lieved on that score at least. 
In the fall of 1969, John be­ 
gan a six-month struggle to 
g a i n the 
necessary 
cre­ 
dits—the equivalent of two 
years of an American college 
to enter a Swedish univers- 
tty. 
University officials at both 
Stockholm and Uphsala told 
him there was no way he 
could make up the credits. He 
and a group of other deserters 
tried submitting a petition to 
Uppsala University requesting 
spenial permission to attend 
classes, but it was rejected. 
Next, he tried attending a 
Swedish high school but was 
forced to drop out after six 
weeks because 
he was not 
fluent enough in Swedish. 
Undismayed, 
John 
appro­ 
priated a reading list for a 
basic economics course at 
Uppsala. 
He read all 
the 
books on the 1 st, and two 
months later returned to Up­ 
psala and asked to be tested 
on the material. He passed 
with a high mark and was gi­ 
ven special dispensation to 
study economics at the uni­ 
versity 
on 
a 
government 
grant. 
John moved from 
Stock­ 
holm to a student room in 
Uppsala in May, 1970. 
“ It was hard to betieve I 
was really getting the chance 
to do what I wanted,” he 
says. “ I had my own room, 
my own possessions, my own 
reference books. I had roots.” 


New Friends 
University 
life 
stabilized 
John. He built up a new 
circle of friends and, after 
months of taking out different 
girls once, he found a steady 
companion, a young Swedish 
teacher, Lena Rodius. 


In June, 1970, John’s father 
and mother came to Uppsala 
for a visit. John had been ap­ 
prehensive about their trip. 
His mother had heretofore re­ 
fused to come and he did not 
know how she woutd react. 
But she was happy to see him 
and did not bring up the sub­ 
ject of his desertion. His par­ 
ents told him how pleased 
they were he was studying 
and had made so much prog­ 
ress. 
“ I 
realized how lucky I 
was, knowing that the parents 
of many other deserters had 
disowned them,” John says. 
“ I know how hard it must 
have been for them, my being 
their only child.” 
Relatives say John’s par­ 
ents have changed since his 
desertion. His mother, a frail, 
pale-skinned woman, has lost 
weight and rarely leaves the 
house. She says she thinks of 
her son constantly. There are 
many reminders: a picture on 
the mantle, the living room 
bookcase he built, a neighbor 
calling to ask what she hears 
from John. She cries a lot 
and goes to mass at nearby 
St. 
Joseph’s 
Church 
every 
day. John’s father, who is 58, 
is often depressed and his 
conversation 
is 
punctuated 
with long sighs. 
For the Piccianos, the ten­ 
sion and worry will never end 
as long as John is away. Mrs. 
Picciano tears up her son’s 
letters 
after reading them 
once because they would “up­ 
set her too much if they were 
around the house.” Mr. Pic­ 
ciano comes straight home 


from work every day to be 
there “ in case the knock on 
the door might be my son.” 
“We want him back,” he 
says. “After all, what am I 
living for? There’s 
nobody 
else. What he doesn’t unders­ 
tand is that we’re getting ol­ 
der. We can’t last forever.”

Today, John is deeply im­ 
mersed in life in Sweden. He 
attends economics classes at 
the university, studies French 
on his own, and hopes to 
work toward a degree. He is 
also applying for admission to 
carpentry school so he will be 
able to earn a living while 
studying at the university. He 
lives in a two-room apart­ 
ment with Lena and they 
have recently bought a tape 
recorder and radio. They ski 
and John plays chess for rec­ 
reation. In the bedroom, a 
tall bookcase is full of vol­ 
umes of Tolstoy, Thoreau and 
Orwell, among others. 


Follows Politics 
Like many deserters, John 
follows American politics with 
intense 
interest. 
When 
he 
feels the U.S. Government is 
escalating the Vietnam war 
and moving away from a 
peace agreement, he becomes 
deeply depressed. 
“When something like Cam­

Father Thomas Hayes, an 
Episcopal minister, who spent 
two years in Stockholm help­ 
ing deserters and whose book 
on his experiences, “Ameri­ 
can Deserters in Sweden,” is 
to be published soon, feels 
John’s motivations for deser­ 
tion, his struggles and his 
feelings today are character­ 
istic of America’s disaffected 
servicemen. 
“John is a very real person, 
w h o s e working-class back­ 
ground has perhaps helped 
him to survive the hardships 
of 
being 
an 
exile,” 
says 
Hayes, now a house fellow at 
Harvard Divinity School. 
“Like many of his kind, 
John is tough about not re­ 
nouncing what he has done.” 
John regrets now that he 
d i d 
not 
apply 
for 
con­ 
scientious objector status in 
the beginning. 
His dreams of amnesty are 
shared by other deserters. 
T h e r e 
have 
been 
some 
moves— 
Rep. 
Edward 
I. 
Koch, D-N.Y., has broached 
the subject in Congress and 
peace groups have circulated 
amnesty petitions. But the 
exiles know they have little 
chance of being welcomed 
back while the Vietnam war 
continues. 
John gets depressed when 
he looks ahead. Like many 
deserters, he has only vague 
notions, many of them mis­ 
conceptions, of what would 
happen to him if he does re­ 
turn. He believes he would ei­ 
ther be sent back to his com­ 
pany, spend months in the 
stockade, and then be pena- 


lized by assignment to Viet­ 
nam, or be given a dishon­ 
orable discharge and spend 
five years in jail, the maxi­ 
mum 
sentence 
for 
deser­ 
tion. 
Judging from past cases, 
John’s fate in fact would not 
be so harsh. Because he has 
stayed away so long, 
he 
would not be sent back into 
the Army but would certainly 
receive a dishonorable dis­ 
charge. He would find it ex­ 
tremely difficult to get any 
good job; most big employers 
will not hire an ex-serviceman 
who has less than an hon­ 
orable discharge. 
Having deserted during basic 
training, John would not face 
the five-year maximum sen­ 
tence reserved for “desertion 
with intent to avoid hazardous 
duty or shirk important serv­ 
ice»” The maximum for a de­ 
serter who returns voluntarily j 
is two years. 
On the other hand, John ! 
wonders if his contact with 
the North Vietnamese or his 
destruction of his 
military 
identification card would also 
be used against him. 
But it is not the jail sen­ 
tence which bothers John so 
much. It is the thought that 
he would be more of an exile 
in his own country than in 
Sweden. The real punishment 
would be to stand convicted 
for the rest of his life for an 
act he feels was not a crime.

He confides 
he misses his mother’s ra­ 
violi, American TV, and rub­ 
ber-tipped pencils. 
Sometimes he sits at his 
desk overlooking a grove of 
fir trees in Uppsala and ima­ 
gines how it would be to go 
home again; he thinks abolt 
being an American economist, 
how he could help institute a

program, 
and 
what he would do to end 
unemployment. But in the end 
he knows that as long as 
American soldiers are dying 
in Vietnam, all this must re­ 
main a distant dream.

Lefty's Not That 
Mad at Alex (Yet)

NEW YORK 
(UPI)—Alex 
Johnson’s sense of values are 
a little distorted, that’s all. 
There are times he gives 
one hundred per cent. Like in 
the batting cage and against 
t h o s e mechanical 
batting 
machines. 
Other times he gives only 
ten per cent. Like when he 
runs out a ground ball or dog­ 
trots after one which gets by 
him in the outfield. 
Alex Johnson jakes. There 
is no other way to put it. The 
first ones to know where ano­ 
ther ballplayer jakes or loafs 
are his teammates so it’s not 
much of a secret among the 
California Angels what John­ 
son does. 
Last year he was the Amer­ 
ican League batting champ 
with a .329 figure and every­ 
thing was sweetness and light 
for the most part, but now his 
average is down 78 points, so 
is his disposition and the feel­ 
ing is he’ll be traded again. 
Not right away. Mainly be­ 
cause the Angels can’t get 
much for him.
